Michaelis to nyees 
'Dr. George Michaelis, the new Chan- 


cellor, will deliver his maiden speech 
in the Reichstag Thursday. The ad- 
dress is expected to contain an an- 
nouncement of: his forthcoming pro- 
gram and is awaited with a great deal 
of interest. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg and 
Gen. Luddendorff, who was summoned 
to Berlin by Emperor William, are con- 
tinuing the conferences with the par- 
ties. Dr. Michaelis is participating in 
them. 

Representatives of the Berlin press 
were received Saturday by Gen. Lud- 
dendorff, who discussed the situation. 

The Pan-German Independent League 
met and adopted a resolution protesting 
against the proposed peace action of the 
Reichstag, declaring the adoption of the 
majority program would result in ths 
indefinite continuance of the war and 
the political and economical ruin of 
the Germans. 

Dr. Michaelis is the father of a fam- 
ily of a size encouraged By Emperor 
William. He has six children, but one 
gon has been killed in the war. Two 
daughters are engaged in public welfare 
work and the third daughter is in 
charge of a soldier’s convalescent home. 

Michaelis’ Attitude. 

Michaelis, Germany's first commoner 
Chancellor, a bureaucrat without even 
a noble ‘‘von"’ before his name, has not 
‘ndicated his policy on reform and peace. 
Neither Conservatives nor Liberals call 
him their own. 

The Chancellor's first step, which 
might be interpreted as indicating an 
open mind, was to permit representa- 
tives of the two divergent groups in the 
Reichstag to explain their standpoints, 
the Chancel!or listening to conversations 
conducted by the Vice Chancellor, Dr. 
Karl Helfferich, and Reichstag repre- 
Kentatives. 

German papers unite tn characteriza- 
tion of his energy and fair-mindedness, 
but are reserved in their predictions.

Ap- | 
ic peletment of Dr. Michaelis seams to 


Reichstag Resolution | 
for Peace Without 


e 
Annexation Prepared 
COPENHAGEN, July 16. 

HE Reichstag’s proposed peace 
resolution which, according to 
the Berlin Tageblatt, the ma- 
jority bloc of the Center, Radicals 
and Socialists decided Friday eve- 
ning to introduce unchanged upon 
the reassembling of the Reichstag, 

reads: 

“As on Aug. 4, 1914, so on the 
threshold of the fourth year of the 
war the German people stand upon 
the assurance of the speech from 
the throne, ‘We are driven by no 
lust of conquest.”’ 

“Germany took up arms in de- 
fense of its liberty and independ- 
ence and for the integrity of its 
territories. The Reichstag labors 
for peace and mutual understand- 
ing and lasting reconciliation among 
the nations. Forced acquisitions of 
territory and political, economical 
and financial violations are incom- 
patible with such peace. 

“The Reichstag rejects all plans 
aiming at an economic blockade and 
the stirring up of enmity among 
the peoples after the war. The 
freedom of the seas must be as- 
sured. Only an economic peace can 
prepare the ground for the friend- 
ly association of the peoples. 

‘The Reichstag will energetically 
promote the creation of interna- 
tional judicial organizations. So 
long, however, as the enemy Gov- 
ermments do not accept such a 
peace; so long as they threaten 
Germany and her allies with con- 
quest and violation, the German 
people will stand together as one 
man, hold out unshaken and fight 
until the rights of itself and its 
allies to life and development are 
secure. 

“The German nation united is un- 
conquerable. 

“The Reichstag knows that in 
this announcement it is at one 
with the men who are defending 
the fatherland; in the heroic strug- 
gies they are sure of the undying 
thanks of the whole people.”’

MOBILIZATION OF 


GUARD FOR WAR 
SERVICE. BEGINS 


Indications Some Divisions Will 
Be Regarded Ready for Trans- 
port Soon After Aug. 5. 


125,000 MEN ASSEMBLING; PARTNERSHIP IS OPPOSED 


Progress Made in Means to Re- 
lieve Regiments Watching 
Property. 


— 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Mobilization 
of the National Guard for war service 
began today. While no orders for em- 
barkation of State troops for France 
will be given until after Aug. 5, when 
the entire force will formally be drafted 
into the United States army, there are 
indications that some divisions will be 
regarded as ready to board transports 
soon after that date. 

The first clause of President Wilson's 
proclamation providing for the feder- 
alization of the National Guard for the 
war became effective yesterday. Under 
it all guard units from New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, “North 
and South Da?ota and Nebraska went 
on the federal pay roll from that date. 

Actual concentration of troops in their 
home armories or State camps began 
today. Approximately one-half of the 
total strength of the Nationa! Guard, or 
more than 125,000 men, is included in the 
force. 


Additional Clothing. 

The first step in their preparation has 
been to send to the armories additional 
clothing for their trip to the divisional 
training camps. Full campaign equip- 
ment will be issued at the big camps, 
reducing the amount of material to be 
transported with the troops. Supplies 
at divisions are being concentrated in 
the depots established in the South to 
feed the guard units. 

Rapid progress is being made in re- 
lieving guard regiments which have 
been in the Federal service since the 
declaration of war guarding property. 
This work will be taken over largely by 
civilian watchmen, and many states al- 
ready have built up the. guarding-ma- 
chinery which will free the guard rezi- 
ments for war duty. 


Protection of Piants. 

It will be necessary to retain guards- 
men for the protection of certain big 
munition works and other property vital 
to the conduct of the war. The depart- 
ment commanders will hold such troops 
as they deem advisable for this pi~pose. 

The next step in the general m _iliza- 
tion will be the ordering of divisions to 
the camp sites already sclected for them. 

Departure of the guardsmen for 
France, it is indicated today, will 
be governed by the shipping prob- 
lem. War Department officials re- 
gard many divisions of the State 
troops as ready now for the inten- 
sive training behind the fighting line 
in France which will prepare them 
for their place in the trenches. There 
is no reason why some elements 
could not go forward at once, except 
lack of transportation and the sub- 
marine menace.

UNITED RAILWAYS 
BEING CONSIDERED} | 


L. H. McHenry, Preferred Stock- 
holder, Here to Look Over 
Ground, After Conference. 


Asserts Investors Never Would 
€onsent to Annual Guaran- 
tee to City. 


The probability of an application for 
the appointment of.a receiver for the 
United Railway8 Co. was suggested to- 


day by L. H. McHenry of Louisville, 
Ky., on his arrival here from New York 
where he had been in conference with 
representatives of the holders of $4,500,- 
000 of the company’s 5-per-cent preferrel 
stock on which dividends have not been 
paid since 1911. 

“I am here to look over the ground,”’ 
said McHenry. “So far as I have been 
able to learn, the city’s proposition for 
a division of all profits above 6 per cent 
will not be satisfactory to the preferred 
stockholders. 

Opposes Annual Guarantee. 

“TI have been informed tha the city is 
asking the company to take the city into 
partnership and make an equal division 
of the net profits. This might seem to 
be a fair proposition but for the fact 
that the city at the last minute decided 
to demand that the company guarantee 
an annual payment of $485,000 a year, 
which was the amount of the mill tax 
and occupation tax due to the city from 
the company in 1916. 
~ “"The holders of preferred stock whom 
I represent would never consent to this 
arrangement. The city, I am told, has 
estimated the physical assets of the com- 
pany at $60,990,000. This valuation | be- 
lieve is too low. It should have been 
fixed at $70,000.000 or $75,000,000. 

“The general public does not appre- 
ciate the value of the Service rendered 
by street car companies. 

“There is now a very small margin of 
profit in a 5-cent fare. Before the big 
war is over and before world finances 
are readjusted we may think we are 


a ride on a streef car. Tom Johnson of 
Cleveland was a fool when he started 
the agitation for a 5-cent fare.’’ 
Expects Revenue Reduction. 

McHenry said the United Railways Co. 
would experience a further reduction in 
its revenue when thousands of men 
would be dratted from St. Louis and 
Missouri for service in the national army 
and when the militia forces would be 
sent elsewhere for mobilization. 

Under the circumstances, he said, an 
application for a_ receivership was 
worthy of serious consideration. 


GOETHALS DELAYS SEIZURE 
OF PRIVATE MERCHANT SHIPS 


Also Postpones Plan for Contracting 
Immediately for Building Two 
Ship-Building Plants, 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—Major-Gen- 
eral Goethals has postponed his plan for 
commandeering today of private mer- 
chant shipping under construction in the 
United States, and for contracting imme- 
diately for building two Government 
shipbuilding plants.’ He acted at the 
request of Chairman Denman of the 

Shipping Board. 

The wooden ship controversy is in- 
volved. The board of directors of the 
fleet corporation, composed of members 
of the Shipping Board and its clerks, it 
is understod, will insist that the generul 
manager, Gen. Goethals, build more 
wooden ships than he has provided for. 
It is said, too, that they do not ap- 
prove the plan for construction of Gov- 
ernment-owned steel shipyards. until 
there has been a full discussion of the 
project. 


PLANTS 10 COST $4,000,000 TO 
GET NITRATE FROM THE AIR 


Secretary Baker Announces That 
Construction Will Be Begun 
Immediately. 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—Secretary 
Baker announced today, that plants 
for the production of nitrate from at- 
mospheric nitrogen “would be con- 
structed immediately at a cost of 
about $4,000,000 and that water power 

would not be used. 
Sites have not been selected. 


ZEPPELIN WORKMEN NOW 
ARE BUILDING AIR PLANES 


Dispatch From Switzerland Says no 
More Lighter Than Air Craft Are 
Being Constructed. 
LONDON, July 16.—It is reported in an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from Lan- 
sanne that no more Zeppelins are being 

constructed at Friedrichshafen.

4 U-BOATS REPORTED SUNK 
‘BY AMERICAN TROOP CONVOYS 


Warships Which Accompanied First 
Instaliment of Soldiers to France 
Said to Have Destroyed Submarines. 
LONDON, July 164.—Four of the largest 

and most modern German submarines 

were destroyed by American warships 
which were convoying the first install- 
ment of American troops to France, ac- 
cording to a report from German sources 
as contained in a Berne dispatch to 

a Rome news agency and forwarded 

from Rome by the Central News. 


AUSTRIAN PEACE RESOLUTION 


Parliament Members Oppose Separste 
Bohemian Conatitution. 

AMSTERDAM, July 16.—It is re- 
ported from Vienna that the German 
and Bohemian members of the Upper 
and Lower Houses of the Austrian 
Parliament have adopted jointly a 
resolution setting forth their desire 
for peace within the country and the 
possibility of living side by side with 
the Czechs without abridgment of 
the “national self-determination” of 
both elements. The resolution says, 
however, that a separate Bohemian 
constitution would not be recognized. 


The adoption of this resolution evi- 
dently was prompted by the increas- 
ing unrest among the Czechs, an im- 
portant element of Austria's popula- 
tion. They are reported to be out 
of seympathy with the militaristic 


DRAFT DRAWING IS NOT 


Fifteen States Have Not Yet Reported 
Completion of Their 
Organizations. 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—On the basis 
of advices today from various states 
where the organization work of the ex- 
emption boards has not been completed, 
the War Department officials said the 
drawing for the army selective conscrip- 
tion hardly could be held before Satur- 

day at the earliest. 

Fifteen states have not reported the 
completion of their exemption board or- 
ganization. Numerous districts tn all of 
these states have finished, however, so 
it is impossible to tell just when the 
final report is to be expected. 

The actual physical work of pre- 
paring for the draft has already been 
done and the moment the last board 
reports .the first number can be 
drawn.. The draft may start at any 
hour of the day or night. So urgent 
is the need of haste because of the 
unforseen difficulties attending the 
operations of the local boards that 
the army officials in charge of rais- 
ing the armed force of 687,000 men 
look on minutes of time as valuable 
units in the preparations. The sched- 
ule is nine days behind now and will 
be close to two -weeks behind when 
the drawing is held. 

A resolution by Senator Brandegee 
calling for information regarding the 
Census Bureau’s population estimates 
for the army draft was adopted today by 
the Senate without objection after Sen- 
ator Lodge had declared’ the population 
figures for the North were “padded” and 
other Senators had complained of al- 
leged injustice of the estimates. 

Senator Brandegee presented  state- 
ments that estimates had been increased 
tor the figures for Northern and Eastern 
States and lowered those of Southern 
States. 


|-CENT SALOON LUNCH SAME 
AS FREE LUNCH, SAYS LEWIS 


Excise Commissioner Will Treat It as 
a Violation of Law, 
He Says. 

One-cent lunches are just the same as 
free lunches, in the opinion of Excise 
Commissioner Lewis, and hereafter will 
be treated by him as violations of the 
statute, he stated today. 

In a letter to Chief of Police Young he 
calls attention to widespread violations 
of the law against free lunches in sa- 
loons and informs him that a charge of 
1 cent is not a compliance with the law. 

The Commissioner, discussing his let- 
ter, said that the law permits the sale of 
lunch in saloons, but prohibits free 
lunch and that, in his opinion, the sell- 
ing of l-cent lunches violates the law 
the same as free lunches, because the 
purpose is the same, to attract custom- 
ers to the bar. The penalty is a fine 
of $25 to $200 or imprisonment for 3% days 
or both. 

The li-cent lunch, the Commissioner 
said, is not only a violation of the law 
but violates the spirit of the time, which 
favors conservation of food. 

The Commissioner today revoked the 
license of Joseph Fuchs, 420 South Third 
street. The police on Sunday, July L 
found 10 men drinking in Fuchs’ rooms, 
adjoining the saloon.

One of the first officia) acts of Fire

It is being made following 
the dispatch of letters on Saturday from 
the office of the Fire Chief which were 
signed by Charlies Regli, his secretary. 

The letters were directed to district 
chiefs, and stated that Swingley would 
shortly retire from public life, ‘and as a 
token of appreciation, I believe the 
members of the Fire Department wish 
to bestow upon him suitable remem- 
brance for all of his kind acts in the 
past.’’ 

Scale for Donations. 

The letter recites a scale for con- 
tributors, devised by a committee 
consisting of Secretary Regli, District 
Chief John Angelo, Capt. Tom Min- 
ahan, Engineer Archie Kelly, Fire- 
man Magee and a watchman. The 
scale names $10 as the contribution 
of district chiefs; Captains $5: En- 
gineers and Lieutenants $3; Privates 
$1.50 and Watchmen $1. 

The letter ends with the admonition: 
“It sball be distinctly understood that 
the contributions are entirely voluntary, 
and not compulsory on the part of any 
mem ber.”’ 

Explanation of Chief. 

Chief Panzer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the contributions were asked 
for after members of the department 
and some of its officers indicated that 
they wished to gtve a present to their old 
chief. He said no one need give if he did 
not want to. and that those who did not 
contribute would not have any marks 
against their record. 

Several firemen, who for obvious rea- 
sons did not want their names men- 
tioned, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the letter asking the contributions 
was, to all intents and purposes, an or- 
der to give to the automobile fund. They 
pointed out that department men had 
contributed to the Red Cross, had pur- 
chased Liberty bonds, for which most of 
them were paying in monthly install- 
ments, and that a collection at this time 
hampered them financially, 

About two years ago a collection of 
$2100 was started in the Fire Department 
to buy an automobile for Dtrector 
Swhnigley, about the time he assumed 
duties as Director of Public Safety. 
Mayor Kiel stopped it, declaring the city 
would furnish its officers with automo- 
biles.

ENGLAND BUILDING SHIPS OF ONE 
DESIGN FOR MANY PURPOSES 


Labor Numerically Equivalent to Oer 
Army Corps Employed at Sunder- 
land—Thousands of Weshere 
Women, 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

SUNDERLAND, England, July 1—A 
German submarine came somewhat mys- 
teriously to grief recently on the rocks 
just outside the harbor of Sunderland. 
Acgerding to naval meén, the accident 
was probably due to failure of the ma- 
chinery. But the people of Sunderland, 
proud of the progress their little port 
has made in the merchant shipbuilding 
industry, declared the poor U-boat died 
of a broken heart because it saw 50 
many “standard ships’’ in process of 
completion along the estuary. 

Standard cargo ships, singly, in pairs, 
in threes, or fours, occupy every possi- 
ble berth along the river, in every con- 
ceivable sort of position.

of Illinois laws, made by Associate 
Counsellor Bader, that, in his opinion, 
East St. Louis and St. Clair County can- 
mot tax the east end of the free bridge, 
although they can continue taxing the 
land it occupies.

Although when the bridge is used for 
railway and street car traffic a charge 
will be made, it will be for maintenance 
only and Daues does not think that such 
a charge will entitle the collection of 
taxes.

EXPECTS MORE AIR RAIDS! IN CORN FIELD 


Pennsylvania Coroner Says Shots 


Calls Ones Already Made Mere 
Were at Close Range and 


Experiments; ital to Pro- 
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tect Women and Children.

LONDON, July 15.—Geerge Bernar 
Shaw's views of the war are always in- 

teresting and generally nvvel. 

He is supposed to be cynical and indir- 
ferent. He has been called unpatrioti: 
and disloyal. But if there is any phase 
of the gituation with which he is un- 
acquainted or in which he is uninterest- 
ed, I failed to discover in a long talk 
with him today in his house overlooking 
the Thames. 

*Do you advocate reprisals on German 
towns and cities?’ | asked. 

Net Reprisals, He Says. 

“Why should ordinary military opere- 
tions be called reprisals?’’ he qhestioned 
im turn. ‘‘We don’t call the great of- 
fensive at Arras a reprisal for the great 
offensive at Verdun. The bombardment 
of towns from the air is now as much a 
matter of course in the war as the bom- 


* bardment by siege guns from the groun@ 


“We have rained bombs on any Ger- 
man town we could get at, notably Frei- 
burg, Treves, Karisruhe—all charming 
residential towns, with interesting his- 
torical monuments and valuable works 
of art, not to mention streets full of 
women and children. We publicly and 
officially claim to have dropped hun- 
dreds of bombs to every one dropped by 
the Germans, and we snall go on doing 
it until we force a decision. The people 
who shriek ‘murder,’ and call for re- 
prisals, don’t know what war means.” 

Then I asked whether air raids in 
which heavy casualties were inflicted 
had an important bearing on the result 
of the war, to which he replied. 

“Of course they do. All wars are de- 
cided by breaking through a military 
barrier and getting a bayonet or bomb 
against the brains and stomach of a 
nation, as represented by the civilians 
of Yt capital. Give Sir Douglas Haiz 
Berlin and Hindenburg may have Ypres 


' and Albert and Bapaume and the rest of 


the western front. Give Hindenburz 
London and Sir Douglas may as wel! 
pack his soldiers in boxes and sell them 
to the toy shops. 

Air Raids Merely Experimental. 

‘This war will be won in the sky and 
not in the trenches. All you have seen 
yet is an experimental rehearsal or two. 
Now that the experiment has suceeded 
—well, hadn't you better look after your 
gas mask and helmet’ You will need 
them presently.’’ 

Shaw has a wonderful faculty for giv- 
‘=g blood-curdiing warnings and im- 
wressing you with his sincerity, though 
his eyes twinkle merrily and a joyous 
smile covers his face. 

“Which is more important—to protect 
the soldiers in the field or their women 
and children at home?’ he demanded. 
“And I'll ask another conundrum. What 
is more important—to protect the safe 
or the money inside of it? What is the 
soldier in the field for but the protect 
the child-bearing woman? 

“Kill nine-tenths of our soldiers and 
male civilians and the remaining tenth 
can keep the population replenished. 
Fill nine-tenths of the women and the 
notion is dead, even if every dead wom- 
an were replaced by a live man. It tg 
worth sacrificing a battalion to save 
half a dozen potential mothers.’’ 

Shaw's chief interest at present is to 
find some means of protecting children 
while in the London playgrounds, and 
he has a scheme which he hopes will 
“< adopted promptly. 

Cerfidence in Aerial Fighting. 
asked him specifically if he thought 
the war would b edecided in the air. 

“Yes,”” he replied, ‘‘unless the revolc 
of our moral nature against its de. 
struction and mischief first puts an end 
i> it, and all other wars between civi- 
lized peoples. Or unless some new dis- 
covery as revolutionary as that of 
heavier-than-air flying war chariots 
makes some stil! more diabolical meth- 
od the decisive one.” 

“De the people appreciate the true mil- 
itary situation at present?’ I inquired. 
“And if not, why not?’ 

“No. They don't know what war is,"’ 
he said. ‘““They are not told what the 
military situation is. They are deluded 
with lies, official and unofficial, to keep 
them in a manageable temper. Their ig- 
norance and thoughtlessness makes this 
seem necessary and the result is that 
they pass from mere ignorance to i)lu- 
sions and false hopes, the inevitable oc- 
casional disappointment of which may 
produce panic at any moment. 

“Politicians who dare to tell the truth 
are very badly wanted here. They would 
be interesting, as new to the human spe- 
cies, as well as very useful. 

Fellowers Coming Back to Him. 

Shaw's army of followers, who desert- 
ed him in the first year of the war be- 
cause of what they considered his lack 
of patriotism, are gradually returning, 
though he hasn't changed his views one 
itm He defends the conscientious ob- 
jectors; he held that Casement should 
have been treated as a prisoner of war. 

“yut he ts not a pacifist or a peace-by- 
negotiation advocate oor a fight-to-a- 
finish warrior. He is just Shaw.

Mayor Mollman of East St. Louis 
Is First Witness Heard 
by the Body.

Two more white men were arrested to- 
day on mittimuses issued by the Coro- 
ner’s jury, charged with murder in the 
East St. Louis riots. They are Herbert 
Woods, 509 South Fourth street, and 
John Dow, an ice wagon driver. 

Woods. according to testimony at the 
inquest, was the leader of the mob and 
had hold of a rope by which a negro 
was being dragged through the street 
when arrested. 

Dow, according te the testimony, had 
a hand in the killing of two negroes who 
were taken from street cars at Col- 
linsville and Illinois avenues. 

The military board of inquiry appoint- 
ee by Gov. Lowden of Illinois to inves- 
tigate the riots convened at 11 o'clock 
this morning in the City Courtroom of 
the East St. Louis city hall and at once 
began, questioning Mayor Molliman, the 
first witness. 

The hearing was not open to the pub- 
lic, as it had been expected it would be. 
The hearing is in charge of Brigadier- 
General Henry R. Hill. Other members 
of the board present are Col. M. J. Fore- 
man, Col. Taylor E. Brown, Maj. Ed- 
ward B. Tollman and Brigadier-General 
James E. Stewart, all of Chicago. 

Two other members of the board. 
Col. William «<M. McChesney, Judge Ad- 
vocate, of Chicago, and Maj. Richard 
Abbot of Petersburg had not arrived 
when the session began. 

It was announced that the board 
would inquire not only into the conduct 
of the militia and the police, but als» 
would investigate the activity of citi- 
zens and rioters, and go into the condi- 
tions which led up to the trouble. 

The officers who arrived today made 1 
tour of inspection of the camps in the 
city, accompanied by Gen. Hill and Col. 
E. P. Clayton.

rivers Lomnica and Dniester are rapidly 


rising and the smal! streams which run 
into them will soon turn into rivers and 
cause the roads in their neighborhoods to 
be inundated.”’ 


Attack on Lens Becomes a Fierce Ar- 
tillery Duel, 

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, July 16.—Seven heavy explo- 
sions were heard in Lens early Saturday, 
due to the blowing up of the overhead 
machinery of Mine No. 13, hitherto one 
of the most conspicuous features of 
the landscape in the east end of Lens. 

They have been unable to raise coal 
from the mine because of the constant 
shell fire to which it has been subjected 
lately. The mine machinery now lies in 
a tangled ruin where it was thrown by 
the explosions.

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STATUS OF GEN, CHANG HSUN 
DISCUSSED BY DIPLOMATS

Some Said to Belicve That by Refusal 

of Mediation, Chinese Leader For- 

feited Ordinary Political Rights. 
LONDON, July 16.—According to a dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail from Tientsin, 
diplomats in Pekin met secretly to dis- 
cuss the extraordinary transfer of Gen. 
Chang Hsun from the Dutch Legation, 
where he had taken refuge during the 


fight between Republican and Imperial- 
is troops last Thursday, to the German 
barracks. Apparently a majority of the 
diplomats think that Chang Hsun by 
refusing mediation and thus causing loss 
of life, forfeited the rights or ordinary 
political offenders. 

Reuter’s Pekin correspondent 
the following: 

“Considering the enormous quantities 
of ammunition used and the number vf 
troops engaged, the casualties yesterday 
were remarkably small, totaling 10 kil‘ed 
and 30 wounded among the combatants, 
while 30 were killed and a considerable 
number wounded among the noncom- 
batants. 

“All of Chang Hsun’s men captured 
were disarmed. They will be given three 
months’ pay and then disbanded. 

“The situation is now entirely quiet.

WIRELESS-CONTROLLED MINE 
SAID TO HAVE BEEN PERFECTED 


Device by Dr. J. B. Whitehead Re- 
ported to Be Designed to Help 
Submarines Fight U-Boats. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 16.—After 
working for many months on a new type 
of mine, electrically controlled and dis- 
charged by means of a powerful wire- 
less apparatus at a considerable dis 
tance from the mine itself, Dr. J. B. 
Whitehead of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity Electrical School is said to have 
succeeded. 

He refuses to comment on this in- 
vention, as he is working for the Gov- 
ernment, but it is said a powerful elec- 
trical battery can direct the mine's 
course and explode it at will. 

Such a mine, it is said, would be al- 
most certain to hit the target and to ex- 
plode after the target is struck. By 
this method Dr. Whitehead is said tc 
have solved the problem of destroying 
submarines by submarines. In con- 
nection with this new mine method 
of figrting the U-boat there is a report 
that an instrument has been perfected 
to determine position and distance of 
the submarine to be attacked.

Gain to Be Divided, Motormen 
and Conductors Sharing 40 Per 
.Cent, Company 40, Clerks 20. 


Richard McCulloch, president of the 
United Railways Co., announces in the 
current isue of the company Bulle- 
in, the establishment of a bonus sys- 
tem for the benefit of the transpor- 
tation employes, to cncourage skill 
and care, with an expected resultant 
decrease in the expense for injuries 
and damages and maintenance cost, 
greater regularity in operation, in- 
crease of average speed and increase 
o* receipts per mile. 

Gains resulting from increased ef- 
ficiency will be divided as follows: 
40 per cent to the employes, 40 per 
cent to the company and 20 per cent 
for the necessary clerical work in 
coanection with the bonus system. The 
employes’ share will be divided 
equally among the transportation em- 
ployes, except that part resulting 
from saving in the injuries and dam- 
ages account, of which 60 percent will 
go to the motormen and 40 per cent 
to the conductors. 


The participataion of each employe}, 


will be determined by crediting each 
employe with 1004 points at the be- 
ginning of each month and penaliz- 
ing them for preventable accidents or 
infractions of the rules. Only those 
having more than 750 points to their 
credit at the end of the month, will 
share in the bonus. 


The report of the company for the 
quarter ending June 30, filed today in 
the office of the City Register, shows 
fewer trips, more mileage and more 
passengers carried than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1916. 

The number of trips was 1,622,314 
which was 18,800 fewer than last 
vear. The mileage was 10,197,198, an 
increase of 161,851. The passengers 
earried were 63,262,929. of which 1,- 
107,288 were half fares. There wasan 
increase of 2,210,276 whole fares and 
a decrease of 154,289 half fares. The 
net increase is 1,055,987. 

On week days the average, number 
of cars in use was 1278, against 1259 
last year; on Saturdays 1184, against 
1199 last year, and on Sundays 808, 
against 795 last year.

From Behind. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 16.—George 
K. Tompkins Jr. of Philadelphia is held 
at the Ebensburg jail on a charge of 
murder, following the shooting and kil!- 
ing on a country road, near Carrollton, 
yesterday, of Edward Humphries, 
years old, a coal operator: his wife, Mrs. 
Caroline Humphries, 38, and their only 
son, Edward, 15, memopers, with Tomp- 
kins, of an automobile party. Tompkins 
and Humphries were associated in a coal! 
company formed about six weeks ago. 

The three members of the Humphries 
family were held up and shot by three 
masked highwaymen, according to the 
story told by Tompkins. Posses searched 
the country near the scene of the shoot- 
ing for hours yesterday but failed to 
find the alleged bandits. 

According to Tompkins, the highway- 
men surprised the party while a punc- 
tured tire was being repaired and shots 
which caused the deaths of the Hum- 
phries were fired at a distance of 7 
feet. 

After examining the bodies Coroner 
Fitzgerald announced that the bullets 
were fired at close range, powder 
burns being found on two of the bodies, 
and that the shots were fired from be- 
hind. 

Tompkins was asked about several 
cuts on the head and chest of one of 
the victims. 

Tompkins said he escaped death at 
the hand of the bandits by dropping to 
the ground as if shot. 

Humphries was one of the owners and 
general manager of the Newborn Coal 
Co., with mines at Carrollton, 2 miles 
from this city. With his wife and their 
son and Tompkins, he set out from Car- 
rollton for Philadelphia shortly after 9 
o'clock yesterday morning. Humphries 
was at the wheel, his wife beside him. 
Tompkins sat in the rear seat, immedi- 
ately behind Humphries, with young 
Humphries at his left. 

About 10 o'clock two men drove down 
the Carrolilton-Ebensburg road and no- 
ticed an automobile standing in a corn 
field 10 to 15 yards from the highway. 

They found in the car the bodies of a 
woman and a boy. A little lapdog was 
whining, its white coat stained red. The 
two men picked up the dog and started 
to drive toward Ebensburg. As they 
started they noticed a man coming out 
of the cornfield, evidently greatly ex- 
cited, his clothes awry. 

They questioned him and he told a 
story of three masked men holding up 
the automobile, in which he and three 
others were riding, and of the alleged 
bandits killing Humphries, his wife and 
son. Then they waited until the inform- 
ant got into their car and started with 
them for Ebensburg. 


Letters Held by Authorities. 
A letter found in Tompkin's pocket 


is held by the authorities. The letter 
was written by Mrs. Tompkins and up- 
braids her husband for getting into the 
coal project with Humphries. She urges 
him to dispose of his interests as soon | 
as possible and come back to Phila- 
delphia. 

Russell Luther, 14-year-old 
Raymond Luther, living on the Car- 
roliton road, relates having seen two 
men running through his father’s corn- 
field, one in pursuit of the other. It 
was in the cornfield that Humphries’ 
body was found by men who went out 
of Ebensburg after the discoverers of 
the crime had’ arrived there. 

It was from this cornfield that the 
strangers saws Tompkins emerging, 
and the trial of pursuer and pursued 
are plainly written in the trampled, 
cultivated corn rows between 
the automobile and the place where 
Humphries was found. A step from 
Humphries’ body one of the investiga- 
tors picked up a steel spring. 

According to the officials, the detect- 
ive suddenly asked Tompkins: “What is 
this?’’ 


Tompkins, without hesitation, is said 
to have answered: ‘That's the spring in 
the automatic which ejects the clip when 
you reload it.’’ 


No weagon of-any kind was found 
near the scene of the crime, but the 
Sheriff's men are making a careful 
search of the cornfield. 

Humphries was shot several times. One 
bullet bored through the shoulder from 
behind. The authorities have decided 
Humphries could not have been at the 
wheel when shot, or else the car would 
have run wild. Tompkins hag said that 
Humphries had had trouble with the car 
since shortly’ after starting out.

The first shot did not kill Humphries, 
and the wournded man turned and ran 
into the cornfield. Mrs. Humphries was 
killed with a shot through the brain, 
which struck her just behind the righ: 
ear and came out under the eye. The 
wound near her ear plainly bears pow- 
der marks. The Humphries boy was 
sot in the face, the wound being 
marked by the ring made by smokeless 
powder when fired at ciose range. 

One other than Humphries, the avu- 
thorities say. drove the car into the 
cornfield and then set out in pursuit of 
Humphries. A light on the final strug- 
gie is in the fact that in Humphries’ 
right hand was found clutched some hu- 
man hair, which, the authorities assert. 
is the color of fompkins’ hair. They 
ale pointed to a spot on Tompkins’ 
head which, they say, s).0ows recent logs 
by violence of hair.

Attitude of Men, 


Who Do Not Want Their 


Sacrifices to Be in Vain, One of Big Factors 


in Continuance of Conflict by

Ten thousand wounded Russian sol- 
diers, who had been fighting Germany 
for two years and more for 2% cents a 
month, marched down the Nevsky Pros- 
pekt one May morning, and proceeding 
to the Duma, demanded that anarchists 
and pro-Germans in Petrograd be ar- 
rested and that the provisional Gov- 
ernment prosecute the war. They car- 
ried a blood-red banner with their creed 
printed in bold white letters. 

“Peace with Germany will be con- 
cluded only over our dead bodies!” they 
shouted. 

What the Russian soldier thinks about 
the war is one of the outstanding ques- 
tions of the whole war situation. It is 
not so much a question as a certainty 
that every Russian soldier worth the 
name—and that includes 90 per cent of 
the Russian army—is for continuing the 
war until such time as Russia may con- 
clude peace with honor. 


Million Desertions in a Month, 
One may as well state the entire case 


against the Russian soldier, to begin 
with. In January, 1917, there were more 
than 1,000,000 desertions from the Rus- 
sian army, according to a statement A. 
’. Kerensky, Minister of War, made to 
in discussing whether the revolu- 
tion had weakened Russia's military 
power. These desertions occurred at a 
time when the public of Great Britain 
and l’rance imagined their northern ally 
was vigorously preparing for a spring 
offensive.

) should have been for seven days. The 
food shortage may have reacted on the 
enthusiasm of the men, and there was 
much dissatisfaction with the careless 
conduct of stafg officers, not only in 
routine matters, but in planning major 
operations. The Russian soldier—badly 
fed, badly supplied with munitions, and 
ground under the heel of a degrading 
system of discipline—was a good soldier 
only in so far as his native fighting 
qualities compensated for his artificial 
defects. 


Such was his state of mind when news 
of the revolution in Petrograd arrived 
at the various fronts. The Council of 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ Deputies— 
that self-constututed and amorphous 
body evolved by the workmen and sol- 
diers of Petrograd who made the revolu- 
tion—promptly issued a document known 
now throughout the Russian armies as 
“Order No. 1."" This proclamation abol- 
ished saluting except while on duty, it 
ordered soldiers never to address a su- 
perior officer with the courtesy title of 
“your excellency,’’ but only as “Gen- 
eral,’’ and it forbade an officer to ad- 
dress a soldier as ‘‘thou.”’ 


Contempt for Their Officers. 

“Order No. 1’ may be said generally 
to have thrown the Russian armies into 
confusion. The immediate result was to 
overthrow completely all discipline. Sol- 
diers defied their officers, and, a number 
of the more obnixous were killed. The 
Russian officer class, which had been 
closely analagous to the Prussian, found 
tolerance substituted for vbedience and 
contempt for respect. Thousands of sol- 
diers unrestrained by any attempt at au- 
thority, simply climbed aboard conven- 
ient trains and went home, either under 
the delusion that the Russian land was 
about to be divided amoung the peasants, 
or merely to see their families and 
friends. 

The reception of these deserters, upon 
arriving at remote Russian and Siberian 
villages, were generally bad: The Rus- 
sian peasant is a simple person, and 
desertion appeared to him as a terrible 
crime, likely to bring dire punishment 
upon the entire family. Nevertheless, 
there were probably close to 1,000,000 
Casual and intermittent desertions dur- 
ing the first few weeks of the new reg- 
ime, On March 30, however, the Petro- 
grad newspapers announced that desert- 
ers were presenting themselves to the 
new Government, asking to be sent back 
to the front. The Government deciared 
an amnesty, and except for a few thou- 
sands who are spending their time rid- 
ing about on railroad cars “seeing Rus- 
Sia first,’ the armies have been grad- 
ually able to reorganize. 

The Moscow garrison issued a procla- 
mation early in March for instance, 
that the war must be continued to the 
absolute defeat of Prussian militarism, 
and that the army was waiting for am- 
munition. The Petrograd division of 
gendarmes were disbanded and formed 
into squadrons of cavalry as reinforce- 
ments for the active army. The imper- 
ial railway guards were disbanded us 
soon as they had conveyed the Czar's 
train safely to Tsarskoe Selo, and the 
men were placed at the disposal of the 
Ministry for Ways of Communication. 


Furlough Arrangements Made. 

Although there was a wide desire 
among the Russian masses for general 
peace -in Kurope, &’s soon as possible, 
the soldiers themselves began to feel 
something of the responsibility that 
their new freedom placed upon them 
wud they did excellent work in reorga:: 
izing themselves. Only when they began 
te elect their own officers did the pro- 
visional government interfere with ad- 
vice. At present desertions have stop- 
ped, and a system has teen adopted a! 
lowing seven soldiers in each hundred 
to go on furlough at a time. The men 
themselves arrange the order in which 
they shall be absent from the front. 


Something very definite about the 
Russian soldier's mentality may be de- 
rived from the way in which he received 
the German proclamations thrown into 
the Russian trenches during the revolu- 
tion. One of these proclamations, it is 
true, caused thousands of troops to hur- 
ry home to get their share of land me | 
posedly under distribution. That proc- 
lamation Was one of the rare examples 
of the entire war in which the German 
Government has had the imagination to 
appraise correctly the racial psycholog:’ 
of anenemy. I obtained another poste., 
however, that was les§$ ingenious. It 
was, in fact, essentially German and es- 
sentially stupid and futile, because no 
Russian’ soldier gave a rap about the 
Czar, and the world has learned that 
the romantic sentimentalism about the 
“little white father’’ was mostly drivel. 

Text of One Proclamation. 

Here is what the German proclama- 
tion, thrown into a Russian trench on 
March 31, said: 


“Soldiers: In Petrograd there is revo- 
lution. The English deceived your Czar. 
They forced him to make war, in order 
with his help to conquer the world. The 
English have forced the Czar given you 
by God to abdicate. Why? Because he’ 
understood all the falseness contained 
in the game played by the English. 


“Who is carrying on this terrible war’ 
The peasants—the good and long-suf- 
fering peasants, suffering in silence and 
dying without understanding that they 
are shedding their blood for England. 

“Russian people, wake up! Open your 
eyes! All the fault lies with England. 
Your enemy is England.” 

This proclamation was received with 


amusement. It was so vindictively anti- 
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English that even a Russian moujik saw 
through the fallacies of its logic. As 
for the Czar, he was in prison, and 
everyone was glad, and the peasants 
were no longer suffering, for they 
would soon be given snug farms by the 
new Government. 
In those medieval days before the 
revolution no Russian soldier had any 
sentiments regarding the war. I once 
heard an Austrian officer question a 
group of 25 Russian prisoners, near Cra- 
cow, and not one man knew why Rus- 
sia was fighting. 

, Fighting As a Business. 

“Fighting was our business; we had 
never known any other,” a young Rus- 
Sian cavalryman explained to me one 
day during a pleasant street riot in 
Petrograd. “We were mostly taken 
off farms and put into uniform, and 
life was dull enough anyway. We 
wanted our food and our vodka and our 
women. The Government in Petrograd 
seemed to be the Czar and God, and 
there was no use bucking such a com- 
bination.”’ 


Today the meanest Russian soldie 
has a war-philosophy. 1 do not believe 
he is enthusiastic for permanent offen- 
sives, or for invading Germany, or even 
for recovering those waste stretches. of 
Poland, for such enterprises present 
themselves to him as difficult and haz- 
ardous, while life in free Russia is sup- 
posed to be henceforth complacent and 
easy—rather like the Turkish infantry- 
man’s notion that bayoneting meant 
heaven and heaven meant a_ well- 
stocked harem and a dozen gourds of 
| wine. So the Russian soldier’s war 
philostphy is defensive. He will keep 
the German army from appropriating 
any more of Russia, and he hopes that 
meanwhile someone will find a way to 
make peace. His pay has been raised 
to one dollar a month, which used tg be 
the wage of the Czar’s bodyguard. 

Prof. Paul Miliukoff, ex-Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, cannot be said to have 
enjoyed popularity among the Russian 
soldiery, but he made one speech that 
appealed in a simple way to the Petro- 
grad regiments and paralleled the now 
famous analogy of Kerensky regarding 
the bronze horses on the Alexander 
Bridge. 


Happy Speeche by Millukoff. 
Miliukoff chose’ ship for his simile. 
He said, at a time when the provisional 
government was staggering through a 
crisis: “‘The Provisional Government is 
like a ship, ready, with all sails set. 
This ship can move forward only with 
the aid of the wind, and we are waiting 
for vour assistance which is the wind 
that will move our ship on its way. I 
hope you will give us that assistance. 
Thus we can lead our country in the 
path of freedom and preserve the dig- 
nity of our new democracy.”’ 

Thus Miliukoff helped to prepare the 
background for the Russian offensive, 
and the Russian soldier caught a 
glimpse of something much bigger than 
the Czar or the Grand Duke, or even of 
himself. That is the only reason why 
Kerensky’s offensive has been possible, 
because the Russian soldier is begin- 
ning to realize, in a dim, vague, groping 
sort of way, that a defensive war for 
Russia may mean a losing war for Rus- 
sian freedom. The Russian soldier 
scund, and when he completes the proce!

RIOTING INQUIRY 
AT FLAT RIVER 


Judge Huck Says County Offi- 
cials Know Offenders and 
Should Proceed Against Them. 


PROMISE BY PROSECUTOR 


He Says He Will File Informa- 
tions Ayainst Leaders—Town 
Quiet Under Military Guard. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

FLAT RIVER, Mo., July 16.—Circuit 
Judge Peter H. Huck of St. Genevieve 
County announced today that he saw no 
need for a grand jury investigation of 
the riot and labor uprisings in the lead 
belt of Southeast Missouri, which have 
resulted in the forced exodus of at least 
2000 foreign-born mine workers and 
farmers since Friday evening. Judge 
Huck pointed out that the leaders and 
members of the mobs a:e known to tne 
county officials, whose duty it is to pro- 
ceed against them at once. 

There was widespread comment among 
residents over the decision of Judge 
Huck not to have a grand jury investi 
gation, as, they argued, local authorities 
weer unable to cope with the situatioa 


and the military had to be called in, and: 


they feel that a grand jury would best 
fix responsibility for the crimes. 
Prosecutor Promises to Act. 
Prosecuting Attorney Matthews was 
urged by William H. Lewis, State La- 
bor Commissioner, to proceed at once 
against the mob leaders and members. 
Matthews stated he would begin at once 
to file informations. Lewis made sev- 
eral vain efforts to adjust the differ- 
ences between the hostile miners, for- 
elgners and the lead companies. 
Save.for the looting of a few houses 
tin the foreign settlement, order pre- 
vailed today. Forty-thre members of 
Battery A, St. Louis, will arrive to- 
ad to reinforce the unite already 
here. Within the last 24 hours troops 
arrested about 20 men for looting and 
sent to jail at Farmington. The sol- 


.diers also confiscated and destroyed 


about 15 cases of beer nd smll quan- 
tittes of liquor found in possession 
of the hostile element. 

Sheriff Adams stated that, in securing 
evidence for the Prosecuting Attorney, 
he is working on the theory that Indus- 
trial Workers of the World precipitated 
the trouble. He declared that at least 
1000 men have come to Flat River jin the 
last year to work in the mines, and with 
the first arrivals dissension became no- 
ticeable. 

Despite efforts of William H. Lewis, 
State Labor Commissidéner, militiamen 
and. county officials. the situation is un- 
improved and serious outbreaks may 
be expected when the mines resume op- 
eration. Some mines will try to open 
this afternoon, while others will not 
try to operate.

This 
belief is growing among the officials

It is said here that more t:oops will b> 
asked for by Maj. W. LD. Stepptoday. It 
is believed by many of the officials that 
more are needed. There “re less than 
200 militiamen in the entire district and 
it was said that they would be unable 
to cope with a large riot because the 
men are spread throughout the entire 
district in groups of six and 10 men each. 

Overall, who lives in Elvins, Mo., ex- 
hibited his registratfon card for the na 
tional draft army after his arrest last 
night. He says he came to this district 
about a year ago. He admits he is not 
authorized to organize branches of the 
Junior Order of United American Me- 
chanics. 

Serious trouble was expected last 
night at Bonne Terre when about 100 
self-styied ‘‘Americans”’ invaded the for- 
eign district and ordered all the men 
and their families to leave at once. 
Father Sevsick, a Hungarian Catholic 
priest, told of an encounter with the 
rioters. “‘A young man whom I do not 
know,” he said, ‘“‘placed his fist under 
my nose and told me that all the ‘Hunks’ 
had to leave. 1 sent a boy home for 
my rifle and then told the fellow, who 
was surrounded by companions, all 
armed, that the foreigners were my peo- 
ple and that | intended to fight for them. 
Thereupon I hit him in the face. Louis 
Marchant, a Franco-Prussian war vet- 
eran, interfered and the rioters left. 
Father Sevsick said that all members 
of the mob were young men and that 
they did not represent the average citi- 
zens of Bonne Terre. 


EK. W. Campbell, general mine foreman 
of the St. Joseph Lead Co. at Bonne 
Terre, told troops when they reached 
Fonne Terre that the mob had sent him 
word that they were going to kill him 
and destroy his home east of town. 
When the troops saw him and two 
friends they were heavily armed and 
lying in ambush near Campbell's home 
waiting for the rioters. They stayed 
there all night. 


Troops Sent to Desiloge. 

Treops were sent to Desloge, Mo., last 
night.

L[.ight barrels 
of beer, several bottles of whisky and a 
large quantity of wine was found in 
the east part of lat River by the sol- 
diers and destroyed. 

A meeting of the mine operators at 
the office of the National Lead Co. at 
Desloge is scheduled to be held today. 
A committee of six, representing the 
twe “‘American’’ factions are to meet 
at Elvins and later representatives from 
both sides are expected to get together. 
Many of the mine operators are deter- 
mind to keep the mines working and 
probably will call upon the Gevernment 
to see that their employes are not mo- 
lesved.

“A SCRAP OF PAPER.” | 

With the exception of a protest against “forced 
acquisitions of territory and political, economical 
and financia! violations,” the Reichstag’s proposed 
peace resolution contains all the cant phrases and 
bluster that have characterized the peace talk of 
all of Germany’s autocratic masters. It is im- 
possible to find in it a definite pledge of anything 
but a “German peace,” at the least the status be- 
fore the war which President Wilson has re- 
jected. 

If it were wholly satisfactory, however, it would 
be nothing but “a scrap of paper,’’ without bind- 
ing force. The Reichstag has no power to enforce 
its conditions of peace or even to determine who 
shall make the actual peace terms. The resolu- 
tions if adopted would be a mere expression of 
opinion of certain elements which are in com- 
bination for the purpose of giving the peace terms 
the appearance of expressing the will of the Ger- 


‘|}man people. 


The shifting of the Chancellor and other Min- 
isters is not done by the will of the majority of 
the Reichstag, but by the arbitrary power of the 
Emperor. Should the nations at war with Ger- 
many accept the Reichstag’s proposal, the terms 
of. peace would not be decided by the Reichstag, 
nor by any Minister responsible to it, but by 
the Kaiser and his military chiefs, who are in 
complete control of the German Government. 
There is no civil Government in Germany that is 
not absolutely controlled! by Germany’s imperial 
and military masters. 

If all the concessions that so far have been 
discussed seriously were put into effect the 
Reichstag would be powerless and the German 
:eople would be powerless to control the action of 
ti: Government. The Kaiser, representing the 
military autocracy, would dictate terms and 
would be free to prepare for another war. 

This is the trouble with the German situation 
with reference to peace. The autocracy is in the 
saddle and its will determinet the acts and pol- 
icies of the German nation. 

For this reason a just and enduring peace is 
impossible. Peace cannot now be made with 
the free German people. It is idle to talk of 
peace until the German Imperial Government is 
smashed, its military power is broken and its 
political power has been taken over by the people 
‘acting through Ministers responsible to them. 
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THE BAREFOOTED OF GERMANY. 
Dr. Joseph S. Ames of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, who has just returned from the fighting 
zone, says that the chief evidence of a shortage 


of supplies and equipment observed by him in the] . 


condition of newly captured German prisoners 
related to footwear. They were so wretchedly 
shod as to show the distressing effects of the Ger- 
man lack of leather. As the vest of everything is 
saved for the army, the civilian population must 
be suffering still more acutely. If the bank clerks 
of Berlin, partly ‘from necessity and partly for 
the purpose of setting an example, are going bare- 
footed, thousands of others in the country must 
be picking their way gingerly along German roads 
and streets with no foot covering. 

A shortage in guns and ammunition alone could 
be more inconvenient and disheartening than a 
shortage in leather. To go barefooted on the 
pavements of Berlin may be a lark, but to go 
barefooted among the stones and barbed wire of 
the trench country is quite another thing. An 
ill-shod soldier with stone bruises and stubbed 
toes and epidermisless and lacerated feet is only 
a fraction of a soldier. 

When it is considered that a pair of shoes lasts 
on an average only three weeks in active march- 
ing and fighting and that the stocks of footwear, 
long low, have steadily gone lower, despite all 
efforts of conservation and repletion, the trying 
nature of Germany’s problem in keeping her army 
on a sturdy footing can be appreciated. 
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DOWN WITH PRICES. 
In a recent address to the Merchants’ Associa- 


tion of New York, Otto H. Kahn said: “I think 
the business men’s slogan during the war should 
be ‘No panicky saving and no excessive profits.’ ”’ 

Unless the principle of “no excessive profits” 
is applied, and applied quickly, something far 
more serious than panicky saving is sure to result. 
The limit of saving, panicky or otherwise, has 
been reached ip respect to the salaried classes 
and the ordinary wage-earning classes. They 
can barely manage to make both ends meet, and 
the pressure of continuing high prices is becom- 
ing intolerable. . 

By many newspapers, the President’s warn- 
ing and appeal to the business interests of the 
country has been interpreted as an address to 
big business alone. We do not so understand it. 
The President was seeking to arouse the patriot- 
ism of all kinds of business, big and little, which 
‘have to do either with the Government or the 
public. 

It is not merely the price of steel and copper 
and coal and even of flour that must come down. 
There must be a general reduction of prices al] 
along the line, and the little business that seeks 
to take advantage of the war to get rich quick is 
no better than the big business that is wallowing 
in war profits at the expense of the public. Both 
of them are doing dirty work for the Kaiser, 
and doing it for money. 

There is no way out of this except by a reduc- 
tion in the cost of necessaries of life to the con- 
sumer. If it does not come through voluntary 
action on the part of manufacturers and mer- 
chants, it will come through law or through the 
drastic war powers of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Exponents of loot and plunder can easily infer 
too much from the reluctance of Congress to pass 
a food-control bill, and from the various crooked 
expedients that have been adopted from time to 
time to make the act unworkable. Congress has 
not yet heard from the country on this question 
of prices, but when public opinion begins to find 
expression nobody will take to the woods quicker 
than the Senators and Representatives who are 
now trying to beat the food-control bill. In the 
fear of the wrath of their constituents they wil] 
gO to any length in the way of legislation, no 
matter how extreme. 

It will be far better for everybody if big busi- 
ness and little business alike adopt the policy 
of reasonable profits before the damage ig done 
and public sentiment is inflamed. The wise busi- 


ness man will make for his own the motto, | 


“Prices Must Come Down,” and he will do every- 
thing he can consistent with business solvency 
and honest profits to put prices down. 
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DODGING A PRISON INQUIRY. 

Serious discrepancies in the penitentiary ac- 
counts discovered by State Auditor Hackmann 
were referred dy him to Gov. Gardner. 

The Governor referred them to the Attorney- 
Genera] for examjnation. The Attorney-General 
has referred them to the Prison Board. Chairman 
Painter of the Prison Board is described as averse 
to conducting an inquiry into the conduct of 
predecessors in the management of the institu- 
tion. 

Officials who evade and pass on to somebody 
else the duty of sifting the charges do not un- 
derstand the temper of .the public. The State 
wants the facts. It wants the responsibility fixed 
for misappropriation, if any exists, and penalties 
imposed. Are outrageous violations of a public 
trust such as those alleged at the prison to be 
practiced with impunity? 

Charges previously made public related to a 
$12,472 financial discrepancy, to a suspiciously 
confused and defective system of accounts, to the 
habitual private use of State property, to the 
unauthorized expenditure of $23,000 on a parx 
in Jefferson City which the former Warden named 
after himself. 

To these allegations are added new charges 
of almost incredible meanness, made by a former 
prison inmate in charge of the ex-Warden’s farm 
near the capital. He tells of a constant procession 
of valuable assets passing between penitentiary 
and farm and always in one direction, toward the 
farm. These assets included more than 20 head 
of livestock, large quantities of feed for them, 
many pieces of costly office and household furni- 
ture, lumber, dozens of hams and other provi- 
sions*and miscellaneous articles of utility. 

This former prison inmate, though pardoned, 
also tells of a late effort to apply to him the law 
preventing ex-convicts from settling in Cole 
County and of the forced sale for $100 a few days 
ago of his interest in many acres of promising 
crops on the McClung farm, including thousands 
of cabbage, tomatoes and sweet potato plants and 
other products now commanding high prices. 

Although the public is entitled to know these 
charges, the source from which they come and the 


circumstances under which they are revealed }- 


should cause them to be received with some re- 
serve. But they give irresistible force to the 
demand for a thorough and unsparing investizga- 
tion 
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OUR URGENT TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 

The public discussion of traffic problems in St. 
Louis has been taken up under the initiative of 
Philip B. Fouke of the Police Board. A better 
inforcement of traffic regulations, a better and 
stronger traffic code, the awakening of all mem- 
bers of the public to the importance of greater 
care and more painstaking observation of safety 
first precautions are the objects. 

Is any movement of this sort needed in St. 
Louis? The death of a 5-year-old girl under 
the wheels of a delivery truck was the thirty- 
eighth fatality due to automobiles in this city 
during 1917. The thirty-ninth, fortieth and forty- 
first victims were killed only a few hours later. 
Lesser casualties run into the thousands. 
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India, the graveyard of English reputations 
from the time of Warren Hastings and Lord 
Clive, is reaching out for new prey in the per- 
sons of Austen Chamberlain and Lord Hardinge. 
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BRAVE MEN MAY BE GIT. 

After service with the Canadian troops an 
American named Griffin attempted to re-enter the 
United States and was arrested as an alien by the 
immigration officers. When his case came up 
on writ of habeas corpus, Judge Ray of the Fed- 
eral Court in the Northern District of New York 
rejected his plea that the oath of allegiance taken 
to King George was for military duty only and 
ruled that he had forfeited his citizenship. 

Circumstances in this particular case leave 
small cause for regret, as Griffin appeared to be 
a deserter, though that fact had no legal bearing 
on the decision. But as applying to all cases the 
principle is to be deplored. It would have de- 
prived the United States in the past of many 
thousands of useful citizens who fought as sol- 
diers of fortune for appealing causes in various 
countries. 

Thousands of Americans are now fighting in 
the armies of the allies. All they have done is to 
become pioneers in risking their lives for objects 
to which all Americans are now devoted. The 
decision leaves these thousands in a lamentable 
position. The mere fact of taking an army oath 
will not give them citizenship in any other coun- 
try, but terminates their citizenship in this. They 
will be men without a country. 

If the decision is not set aside on appeal, it 
should be modified by act of Congress at an early 
date, before complications arise to cause injustice 
to brave men whom we ought to be proud to claim 
as fellow citizens. 
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. PRICES AND VALUES. ‘ 
One of the results of the changed cost of livin 


in the past few years has been a confusion of 
prices with values by those who try to measure 
the values of commodities todav with these of a 
decade or so ago. An anecdote illustrative of 
the point is told in a recent cireulfr letter by a 
lumber industry. 

A Missouri farmer, as the story runs, kicked 
because his dealer offered him for $90 the same 
kind of buggy that his father bought 20 years azo 
for $50. The merchant, upon investigation, found 
that the father paid for his vehicle with 300 bush- 
els of corn. ‘Whereupon he offered to give his 
customer in exchange for 300 bushels of corn

Do not leave 
overnight a scrap of food, grease or dirt. 
or a drop of water where the roaches can 
get nourishment or drink.” No “remedy” 
is good where there is laziness. Swat at 
all hours. 


G. N. R.—Nesselrode pudding is delicious.

‘The 
following recipe is a simplified one, yet 
quite as delicious as one made with marrons 
glace and various rich candied fryuite. Make 
a custard as for almond ambrosis. and when 
ready to remove from fire stir in % package 
softened gelatine as directed - preceding 
recipe. When dissolved add 2-3 cup seeded 
raisins. chopped fine, % cup aimond 
‘chopped fine in cloth, 4% peund crumbled 
macaroons, 1 tablespoon orange juice, 2 
teaspoons vanilla, and stiffly whipped 
whites of the eggs. Stir until it begine to 
thicken, then place on ice. Serve with 
whipped cream. |

When a girl elopes with the sort of a 
man to whom she could not be decently 
married in orthodox fashion, it is more 
often than not her parents’ fault. Some- 
times the ‘father and mother have taken 
a high-handed attitude in the matter 
that any girl of spirit would resent. 
They have antagonized her until she 
wrecked her life in blind anger that 
made her unable to see the man as he 
really was. Sometimes they have been 
the sort of parents that never let a 
girl have a beau in peace and comfort 
at home, so that she meets the kind of 
men she shoifld not know outside of her 
home. 

Girls leave home because their parents 
are grasping and tyrannical. In the re- 
cent white slave investigation one of 
the men who most successfully traf- 
ficked in the souls and bodies of young 
girls said that the easiest girl in the 
world to lure into the life was the work- 
ing girl whose parents made her turn 
over her pay envelope to them.

They knev 
she never would have gone away of her 
own volition because, as they tearfully 
declared, never since the day of her 
birth had she even been out from un- 
der their eyes, or permitted to go to 
school, or visit a little friend, or see a 
boy, or do anything, without her moth- 
er or father as a chaperon. 

Eventually the girl was found working 
as a maid in a family, and by way of 
excuse for her escapade she said that 
she was so tired of being watched, and 
never having any liberty, that she 
couldn’t stand it any longer and ran 
away to get a little freedom.

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Ways to Utilize 
“Left-Overs”’ 


OW to make the most of left-over 
H food is often a puzzling matter to 
the housewife who is straining 
every effort now to avoid waste in the 
kitchen, and yet every bit of left-over 
food has its use, even the meat bones. 
These can be cooked up slowly together 
with scraps of left-over meat and a little 
bunch of soup greens. -Then add car- 
rots, potatoes and whatever bits of vege. 
tables may be on hand. Season with 
pepper and salt and you have a good 
soup. If the bones and trimmings are 
cut from a steak before broiling they 
can be used for suup. Rice, barley or 
noodles are good additions to meat 
soups. Request yonr butcher to send 
you the bones from the rib roast whicna 
he cuts out after weighing—those make 
good soup. 

LEFT-OVER FISH—Bread cold fish 
into flakes and mix with left-over pota- 
toos. Add salt and pepper, fry in hot 
drippings, either in cakes or in shape of 
an omelet. 


VEAL SALAD—An appetizing salad 
can be made from cold roast veal or 
lamb. Cut meat into large dice and ar- 
range in dish on a bed of lettuce. Place 
cold boiled peas, well drained, upon veal 
in a mound and use the mayonnaise as 
an inner border between the peas and 
lettuce. 


FRIED SPINACH—Cold spinach can 
be thoroughly mixed with the poached 
or boiled eggs that are left, sprinkled 
with pepper and fried in hot drippings.

When 
cold roll out and dredge with flour. Cut 
in circular shape, put meat mixture on 
half and fold other half over like a puff.

Witte minor leagues are tottering on every hand and even the Class AA 
organizations threatening to close their gates next season, the American 
League is making its plans to go right ahead in 1918, war or no war. Ban 
Johnson is responsible for the statement. 


“There is no reason why major 
league baseball should cease.” the 
American League head told the Post- 
Dispatch, while here yesterday. ‘‘Our 
attendance this year has been very 
satisfactory, except at Washington. 
Weather conditions have been 
wretched and the league’s total paid 
admissions for this year are below 
those of last season. But we are not 
worried about it being due to war, 
and Ban here paused and gazed siss- 
nificantly around Spovrtsman’s Park 
where some 13,000 case-hardened bukts 
were watching the double slaughter 
of our tail-enders. The look as good 
as said: “See what even a last place 
club can do?” 

“But what about the minor leagues 
that supply you witi players?” John- 
son was asked. 

“In my opinion it would not be a 
bad thing if some of the larger ones 
closed their gates for a year or two. 
In the International, for example, 
only three cities have done well this 
year—Providence, Newark and To- 
ronto. The Cansdiau city is having 
the best attendance of the entire cir- 
cult, although war has been on for 
three years now. 

‘Minor leagmues have reen Operating 
on an uncertain basis for some time 
and the lesser ones are not prosper- 
cus. Major league ball is not subject 
to the same difficulties that afflict 


the minors.”

NEW YORK, July 16.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 
“Breaks of 2 to 5 points in the prices 
of industrial shares on the Stock Ex- 


change today were due to several clearly 
marked causes. Regulation of profits 
and prices by the Government continued 
as a depressing influence; the unprece- 
dented decline in the surplus of the 
banks to the lowest point touched under 
the Federal Keserve system (though the 
change was in large part due to the al- 
tered method of calculating reserves) 
brought avout an advance in the call 
loan rate to 7 per cent. 

“Finally, the financial community was 
thoroughly bewildered over the political 
changes in the German Empire, the 
framing of a peace resolution by mem- 
bers of the Reichstag, and the confused 
contest of factions, which brought into 
View the possibility of a fresh discus- 
sion of the basis of peace by members 
of the German state who, up to the pres- 
ent, have either remained silent or 
whose views have not been backed by 
political organization. 

The Foreign Outlook. 

“Whether the retirement of Beth- 
matn-Hollweg and ths promise of fran- 
chise reform in Prussia were more than 
political moves of a still dominant mili- 
tary party, the financial community was 
no more prepared to say than anyone 
elise. 

“The possibility of two distinct conse- 
quences of those events was recognized: 
First, that the German people, with 
part of their cCemands conceded, might 
still adhere to the tradition of docility 
and consent to a continuance of the 
Struggle, but, on the other hand, that 
Partial political success and the raising 
of insistent voices of protest might lead 
to a radical change of attitude toward 
the war itself and a determination to 
oe the aims which were held in August, 

“Today’s advance in call money rates 
to the highest level reached since last 
December could hardly have been based 
to any extent on a misunderstanding of 
Saturday’s bank statement, since the 
banks themselves, the lenders, were un- 
der no misapprehension as to where 
they stood. There may have been some 
delay in transferring the eres funds 
to the reserve bank, to offse: lurger loan 
demands; in fact, the drain on the banks 
continued today, as shown by the re- 
serve bank credit balance of $39,600,000 at 
the clearing house. But there remained 
the rossibility of building up deposits at 
the reserve bank through rediscounting 
of commercial paper on hand. 

“Prices began to break shortly after 
the cpening of the market, though in 
the first few minutes there was some 
show of strength, with the railway 
shares making considerable advances. 
in the decline which followed. the steel, 
copper and munitions stocks were the 
heaviest sufferers. 

“Bethlehem Steel ‘B,’ Crucible Steel, 
Industrial Alcohol, United States Steel 
and Utah Copper lost hetween 3 and 5 
per cent. The decline was checked about 
noon, but resumed in the later hours, 
with tregular recovery of from 1 to 2, 
points toward the close. The market 
was at no time excited, and during 
most of the day was distinctly dull. 

“British bonds advanced fractiona!lv 
and the two Russian issues on the curb 
gained 1 and 1% per cent. There was 
withdrawn from the subtreasury $1,000,000 

old for export to Japan and $2,000,000 
or Spain. 

The Bank Statement. 

“In its present form, the weekly state- 
ment of the Clearing House reveals, as 
far as the surplus of members of the 
Reserve Bank is concerned, only the 
amount by which the deposits of such 
members with the Reserve institution ex- 
ceed the statutory minimum of 13 per 
cent of their own demand deposits and 3 
per cent of time deposits. 

“It is evident that the power of the 
member banks to make loans is also 
affected by the amount of cash they 
maintain in their own vaults: for if a 
substantial surplus is maintained here, 
over and above the amount required for 
the transaction of day-to-day business, 
that surplus could at any time be trans- 
ferred to the Reserve Bank to swell the 
reserves required against deposits of 
customers in the member banks. 


“Last Saturday, vault cash amounted 
to $110,000,000, which, added to the sur- 
ee shown in the statement, would 

ring that item up to $146,000,000. That 
Bum would represent a decline of $132,- 
000,000 from the previous week’s surplus, 
and would be accounted for by the loss 
of $138,000,000 in the deposits of members 
in the Federal manerye Bank.’
